Talk of Possible Veto Rife as 
Measure Goes to Senate on 
Minor Amendments. 


(Associated Press.) 

Embodying the equ*lization fee ma- 
chinery objected to by President Coole 
idge, the McNary-Haugen farm relief 
bill was passed last night by the 
House. The vote was 204 to 121. 

The measure now must go back te 
the Senate for adjustment of differe 
ences with that body, which several 
weeks ago approved the bill by a vote 
of 53 to 23. 

As soon as these differences, none of 
which are of major proportions, are 
smoothed over the measure will be 
ready for inspection by President Coole 
idge. Some have predicted that he 
will veto it as he did th~ original Mc- 
Nary-Haugen bill last session. : 

The House action last night at 7:30 
o’clock came after opponents of the 
fee had exhausted every parliamentary 
maneuver to remove it from the bill. 
In the face of a series of reverses the 
opposing camp kept up its fight and 
made two unsuccessful last minute 
moves to that end. 

Fight to Reject Fee Fails. 

One was a motion by Representa- 
tive Aswell, of Louisiana, ranking Dem- 
ocrat on the House agriculture com- 
mittee which drafted the measure, to 
substitute his own bill, similar to the 
McNary-Haugen measure except for the 
equalization fee. This was rejected on 
a roll call vote, 185 to 146. 

The Louisianan initiated also the 
second futile attempt, a motion to send 
the bill bach to the agriculture com- 
mittee with instructions to return it 
without the fee and also a provision to 
give the proposed Federal Farm Board 
authority to enter into marketing 
agreements for the control of surplus 
farm crops. This was defeated without 
a roll call vote. 

Passage of the bill with the fee ma-~

Carnival of Color Marks Day’s 
Greeting to Harbingers of 
Shenandoah Fruit Crop.

Winchester, Va, May 3.—Amid a 
Tiot of color the folks of the Shenan- 
qeah Valley gathered here today to 
greet the harbingers of the valley's 
Greatest product, the apple blossoms 
Which, in gay green, pink and white, 
@ciorn the more than 11,000,000 apple 
trees of the section. 

Under a blazing sun, shining from 
® cloudless sky, this city, in the hills 
of the Blue Ridge, turned out, man, 
woman and child, to make the day of 
blossoming one of fete and carnival. 
Those of the nearby communities were 
joined by thousands of visitors from 
sections of the State, the District 
of Columbia, Maryland, Pennsylvania 
en” North Carolina. 

With elaborate pageantry and with 
pomp which-has ¥ecome as traditional 
as the blossoming of the myriad of 
f-uit trees, the beauty of the State, 
Miss Mary Wise Boxley, of Roanoke, 
Was crowned queen’ of the festival 
this afternoon, while three score of 
the most beautiful young women of 
this and nearby States donned official 
robes as princesses. 


Army Blimp Breaks Away. 


Oniy once was a note of misfortune 
sounded in the dlapason of joy which 
ruled the dav. This occurred when 
the Army blimp, which flew Gov 
Harry Floyd Byrd here from the State 
capital at Richmond, broke away from 
the throng of amateurs which was 
manning the ropes at the local airport 
and with members of her crew ciing- 
ing desperately to her side rails, leaped 
again to the air. For a while it seemed 
@s though disaster must follow, but 
the skipper of the blimp, who had 
alighted with the governor, succeded 
in reorganizing the land force, and 
brought the ship ‘nce more to land. 

Gov. Byrd, with Col. Willard D. New- 
bill. assistant adjutant of the State 
Guard, and David Satterfield, city at- 
torney of Richmond, arrived at the 
local field shortly after 11 o'clock In 
the silver bag. Under the direction of 
Capt. C. P. Clark, a perfect landing 
was accomplished, with Col. Bryan 
Conrad directing the rope crew. 


Fail to Hold Dirigible. 


Immediately after the bag touched 
ground, Gov Bird alighted to be 
greeted by his Brother Tom, the third 
of the famous trio of “Tom,” “Dick” 
and “Harry.” As they and Capt. Clark 
stepped to the ground the amateurs 
manning the ropes apparently forgot 
the important mission they were ful- 
filling and let go. Several members of 
the crew had gotten out of the carriage 
and were holding to the guard rails on 
the side of the carriage just aft of the 
propellers. The big bag began to lift, 
and, her motors cut off, her nose 
shifted from the direction of the wind. 
The crew men at the rails were dang- 
ling perilously as the blimp shifted 
around in her ascent, narrowly missing 
the line of official automobiles which 
were to convey the governor and his 
party to the scene of the festivities. 
Capt. Clark immediately took com- 
mand of the hundreds of civilians and 
police on the floor, and just before the 
ropes lifted from the ground they drag- 
ged on them. In the meantime the 
crew had clambered into the carriage 
in midair. the motors were started, 
the propeller whirled and the contrary 
pressure of the propellers and the 
crowd on the ropes finally succeeded in 
bringing the bag to the ground in

As the choice 
of all Virginia stepped under the 
sabers in her regal robes she was met 
by Gov. Byrd. In the background 
stood the three score beauties, includ- 
ing Miss Adair Childress, the Princess 
District of Columbia, and daughter of 
the chairman of the District Public 
Utilities Commission. Miss Childress 
and Queen Shenandoah are both the 
guests of Mrs. W. A. Baker, one of the 
leaders of the dominant fashionable set 
of Winchester. 


Gorernor Crowns Queen, 


With Miss Evy Tucker Shields and 
Miss Mary Marshall Hyde, both of Win- 
chester, as maids of honor, Miss Box- 
ley knelt before the governor. Upon 
the head of the queen he placed a 
crown of valuable gems and the all- 
significant apple blossoms. 

As the ceremony was performed the 
more than 30,000 spectators cheered and 
roared in applause, while the United 
States Navy Band, under Lieut.

‘The setting for the ceremony of in- 
vestiture was as picturesque as that 
furnished by the thousands of apple 
trees which cover the valley. In place

International Peace Women 
Hold Plan Would Enhance 
Friendly etations.

Demilitarization of the southern bér- 


cer of the United States as a means of 


perpetuating the friendly relations of 
the United States and Mexico, was 
urged upon President Coolidge in a 
resolution adopted by the United States 


section of the Women’s International 
League for Peace and Freedom, at the 
opening session of its annual mecting 
yesterday at the Willard Hotel. 

The resolution pointed out that the 
unarming of this country’s northern 
border a century ago has resulted in a 
hundred years of unbroken friendship 
between Canada and the United States, 
and requests the President to take 
steps at once, through the Secretary of 
State, for an exchange of notes with 
the Mexican Ambassador to effect an 
immediate demilitarization of the 
southern border. 

Another resolution, adopted by the 
league, pointed out that the Secretary 
of State is the only member of the 
Cabinet who does not render a public 
annual report, and it urged the Presi- 
dent in the future to request such a 
public report of his Secretary of State. 
Such a report would be of immense 
value to the citizens of the United 
States, the resolution stated. 


Addams, of Hull House, Chicago, presi-

Chairmen of the standing commit- 
tees and Secretary R. J. Wade expected 
to bring before the conference tomor- 
row names of the seventeen ministers 
whom they have chosen to sit as an 
ecclesiastical court. Confirmation. by 
the conference will clear up the pre- 
liminaries, and Secretary Wade said 
Bishop Bast would face the tribunal at 
once. 

Bishop Bast was suspended from his 
area in 1926 by a church tribunal at 
The Hague, following conviction and a 
three months jail term in Copenhagen 
on a civil charge involving alleged mis- 
use of charity funds. The Danish bishop 
was in conference with friends during 
the day making final preparations for 
his defense. 


Others May Be Accused. 


A clear division of sentiment was ap- 
/parent among the 875 conference dele- 
gates. Rumblings were neard from the 
camp opposed to Bishop Bast that 
charges may be filed against Bishops 
Edgar Blake, of Paris, and John L Nuel- 
sen, of Zurich, on allegations amount- 
ing virtually to collusicn to defend the 
Copenhagen bishop. 

Both men are avowed friends otf 
Bishop Bast, and have nad supervision 
over his area since his suspension 
Bishop Blake in his area report to the 
conference sounded a ringing defense 
and praise of Bishop Bast, and Bitter- 
ly censured the Rev. John P. Ingerslew.

that such restatement. if possible, 
should be brought about prior to the 
meeting of the conference on the limi- 
tation of armamenuts in 1931. 


Fight Is Forecast. 


Rejection of the Borah amendment 
means that a fight will be waged on 
the floor of the Senate over it. Sena- 
tor Borah, when informed of the com- 
mittee’s act.on, sald: 

“Well, the action of the committee 
will considerably prolong the discus- 
si6n in the Senate.’ 

The bill contains authorizations for 
fifteen light cruisers and one alrcraft 
carrier amounting to an approximate 
total of $274,000,090 It also provides 
for preliminary plans for two salvage 
vessels. 

Because of the iateness of the ses- 
sion, there is a possibility of such a 
fight over the measure in the Senate 
as will prevent a vote before Congress 
adjourns.

As the bill stands the President is 
authorized to undertake construction 
prior to July 1, 1931, of fifteen light 
cruisers and one aircraft carrier. Five 
light cruisers are to be beguu in each 
of the fiscal years, 1929, 1930 and 1931. 
to cost, including armor and armament. 
not to exceed 617,000,000 each. The 
aircraft carrier is to be begun prior to 
June 30, 1930, to cost, including armor 
one. armament, not more than $19,000,- 


It was pointed out by opponents of 
the bill that already the Government 
has eight cruisers under construction 
and that with the authorization in the 
present bill, a program of 23 crulsers 
would be called for. 


Private Interests Fight Amendment. 


The Dallinger amendment, which has 
been the subject of controversy, pro- 
vides for construction of eight of the 
fifteen cruisers in Government navy 
yards and plants. Private interests have 
fought the amendment. The amend- 
ment has also had opposition from 
high Navy, officials. The committee 
modified the Dallinger amendment by 
adding to it this proviso:

PHILIPPINE TAX HELD 
BURDEN ON AMERICAN 


Foreign Business Men Pay No 
Income Levy, Says Bu- 
reau Report. 


American business men in the Phil- 
ippines will be given the same advan- 


tages as foreign business men in the 
islands if Secretary of War Davis’ re- 
cent recommendation that they be re- 
lieved from payment of the Federal 
income tax, the Philippine Press Bu- 
reau said in a statement yesterday.

Boulder Dam Laid Aside.

GOST $11,000, SYS 
PENNSYLVANIA NAR 


Most Spent on Matters Before 
Legislature, Electric Com- 
mittee Head Says. 


NO ACCOUNT WAS KEPT , 
OF $19,000 PAID OUT 


Declares He Did Not Want 
Any One to Know of 
Expenditures. 


(Associated Press.) 


Expenditure of more than $113,000 
since 1922 by the public policy com- 
mittee of the Pennsylvania Electric As- 
sociation, 819,000 of which was unac- 
counted for’ in records, was disclosed 
yesterday in the Federal Trade Com- 
mission’s investigation of public utility 
financing under the Walsh resolution 

Two witnesses, Walter H. Johnson, 
chairman of the committee, and Wal- 
ter E. Long, of Philadelphia, treasurer, 
testified that most of the $113,000 was 
spent in connection with legislative 
matters concerning the wbilities before 
the Pennsylvania legislature at Harris- 
burg. 

Kept no Account of $19,000, 


Johnson, who récelved the $19,000 in 
cash from Long, over a period of five 
years ranging in sums from 8500 to 
$2,500, testified that he kept no account 
of how the money was spent because he 
thought it a bad policy to do so, and 
because he did not want any one to 
know about it. He said some of it wae 
spent in connection with legislative 
matters, but that he could not remem- 
ber a single person to whom any of it 
was paid. He asserted, however, that 
the money was honorably and lawfully 
spent. 

During Long's testimony, financial 
statements of the committee were in- 
troduced to show that no contributions 
were received from the power companies 
that support the committee separately 
from the Pennsylvania Electric Light 
Association- when the legislature was 
not in session. 


Law Firm Received $14,614. 


The documents revealed that the 
Philadelphia law firm of Hause, Evans 
& Baker, had received $14,614 from the 
committee for legislative work. 

Other big expenditures for legislative 
work since 1922 showed John P. Con- 
nelly, Philadelphia attorney, received 
$14,103; J. H. Bigelow, chairman of the 
Democratic State committee, $1,000 on 
March 3, 1926, and Herman T. Miller, 
State librarian, Harrisburg, $1,700 for 
furnishing advance copies of utility 
bills before the legislature. During the 
period Johnson received a total of $20,- 
225 from Long, and had kept records of 
only $1,225 of it. 

Long testified that he paid Albert R. 
Granger, of the Duquesne Light & 
Power Co., $1,000 to reimburse him for 
paying William T. Ramsey, of Chester, 
Pa., a former member of the legislature, 
for services to the committee.

Transportation of Members 
, of Congress to Langley 
Field Spectacular. 
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FIGHT TARGETS TONIGHT 


(By a Staff Correspondent). 
Langley Field, Va., May 3.—America’s 
foremost fighting birdmen are us- 
sembled here tonight prepared to take 


the air tomorrow in the first of a 
serieé of six demonstrations destined to 


show how the world’s newest fighting 


weapon fits into the scheme of things 
military. 

A spectacular demonstration in itself 
was the transportation of members of 
the Senate and House and néwspa 
men from Bolling Field to Langley 
Field yesterday in a fleet of 21 bombers 
gailing three flights. Assistant Secre- 
tary of War Davison arrived aboard a 
Loening amphibian—the same ship in 
which he made his recent tour of in- 
spection to the Panama Canal Zone. 

Because of the press of legislative 
business, some of the members of Con- 
gress who had planned to take the trip 
yesterday, were unable to leave, 60 an- 
other flight will be made tomorrow 
morning. For that reason the demon- 
stration of night bombing planned for 
tonight was postponed until tomorrow 
night. Members of Congress who flew 
down today were Senators Jones, of 
Washington; Oddie, of Nevada; Mc- 
Master, of South Dakota; Steck, of 
Iowa, and Representatives James, of 
Michigan; Hoffman, of New Jersey, and 
Houston, of Hawaii. 

Those who plan to fly from Washing- 
ton tomorrow are Senators Robinson, of 
Indiana; Pine, of Oklahoma; Brook- 
hart, of Iowa, and Deneen, of Illinois, 
and Representatives Boyland, of New 
York: Chapman, of Kentucky; Clague, 
of Minnesota; Maas, of Minnesota; 
Speakes, of Qhio; Furlow, of Minne- 
sota; Hughes, of West Virginia; Hola- 
day of Illinois; LaGuardia, of New 
York; Andresen, of Minnesota, and Hil, 
of Alabama. 

Tomorrow’s demonstration is planned 
to show the power of aircraft against 
infantry and artillery and also the 
newest tactics in aerial combat. The 
fighting birds will direct their fire 
against 2,000 targets representing 
ground troops. While the planes will 
show what they can do against the tar- 
gets, it will, of course, be no criterion 
of the ability of aircraft, as no defense 
against them will be offered. At future 
demonstrations to be given at the 
schools of the various arms of the serv- 
ice seasoned fighters will be given gn 
opportunity to demonstrate the effect~- 
iveness of their new tactics worked out 
for defense and offense against death 
from the air.

bill the committee increased the maxi- 
mum in grade 3 of the custodial serv-

Two other amendments were inserted 
to protect employes against a reduction 
in salary, and to insure that employes 
will hold their relative positions under 
the bill, and be protected against dis- 
crimination in. the case of reallocations 

The action of the committee in in- 
creasing the maximum salary of bureau 
heads and professional and scientific 
workers represents a victory of Repre- 
sentative Bachman (Republican), of 
West Virginia, and Representative Rog- 
ers (Republican), of Massachusetts, 
both of whom objected to the elimina- 
tion of this raise when the bill last was 
reported out. 

It is probable that the bill of Sena- 
tor Smoot (Republican), of Utah, will 
be considered by the Senate civil serv- 
ice committee early next week. The 
committee wanted to wait until the 
civil service retirement bill was out of 
the way before tackling the pay bill. 
The retirement bill was passed in the 
Senate yesterday, and the committee's 
decks are now cleared for action.

American, Made Recipient of 
Bessemer Medal, Lauds 
English Industry. 


HE SCOFFS AT SUPERMEN 


London, May 3 (A.P.).—Charles: M. 
Schwab, chairman of the Bethlehem 
Steel Corporation, who this morning 
received the Bessemer gold medal of 


the British Iron and Stee) Institute, 
tonight told the institute at a dinner 
in his honor that he believed Great 
Britain still was progressing and that 
it wowld assume leadership in the 
great steel industry. The British na- 
tion he termed “the sportiest, squarest 
nation in the world.” 

In his speech of acceptance at the 
morning exercises, Mr. Schwab said: 
“We in the steel business in America 
like to feel that we are working along- 
side the steel industry of Great Brit- 
ain, not merely in the making of steel, 
but in promoting the progress and 
happiness of humanity. 

“There can be no doubt whatever 
that upon the basis of such continued 
respect and admiration among all the 
English-speaking people there is main- 
tained one of the strongest possible 
foundations for the peace and progress 
of the world.” 

In presenting the medal to Mr. 
Schwab, Benjamin Talbot, président of 
the institute, made the comment that 
it was the hall-mark of outstanding 
technical ability and efficiency and was 
the highest honor in the iron and steel 
industry. 

Mr. Schwab told interviewers after- 
ward the bestowal of the medal was 
like a life dream come true. He said 
“opportunity” had been his life’s watch- 
word, 

“I don’t believe in so-calléd super- 
men,” he added. “There are many men 
in humble positions who know more 
than highly*placed men and they would 
prove it if they had the opportunity. 
It is just the time and place and 
chance they want. For instance, 1 en- 
tered the steel business in America on 
its inception, ‘an unusual opportunity.’ ”’

nationals and kee» the railway open 
between Tsinan and Tsingtau. It had 
been reported that the Japanese had 
reached an agreement with the occupy- 
ing Southern leaders, but later word 
came that the Nationalist general was 
unable to restrain his men who were 
looting the city promiscuously. 

Most of the foreigners other than 
Japanese who were residing in Tsinan 
were reported several days ago as hav- 
ing removed to the greater safety of 
Tsingtau. Several American war ves- 
sels have assembled at Chefoo on the 
north side of the Shantung Peninsula. 


Bombs Dropped at Shanghatl. 

Shanghal, May 3 (A.P.).—This city 
turned today from conflicting reports 
of the warfare between the Nationalists 
and Peking forces to the north to a bit 
of “straffing”’ on its own doorstep. 

Two northern planes, believed to have 
come from the northern crulser Haichi, 
lying off Woosung, dropped four bombs 
in an attempt to cripple the National- 
ist war vessels near the Kiangnan Ar- 
senal. They apparently failed of their 
object, but two women were injured by 
the explosion of one bomb near the 
Shanghai South Railway Station. 

The planes flew off unscathed as 
suddenly as they had appeared. Their 
brief passage over the international 
settlement caused a sensation. 


Nationalists Are Massing. 


The Nationalist armies, apparently 
having won much territory in three 
provinces without meeting any con- 
siderable resistance, were reported as 
massing under Gen. Chiang Kai-Shek 
for a new thrust. 

This would be directed at Tehchow, 
which would tend to disconcert the 
Northern attempts to draw up a new 
line of defense running from Paoting- 
Fu through Tehchow to the Yellow 
River. The Nationalist forces available 
for this assault were said to number 
20,000. 

Meanwhile Japanese troops In Shan- 
tung province“ were reported to be 
having a strenuous time in keeping 
their Nationals from being looted ofr 
otherwise abused in the confusion 
which followed the break-up of the 
Northern defense. The Japanese, how- 
ever, were reported to have reached 
an agreement with the Nationalists 
which make it possible for them to keep 
the railway open. 


Dr. Seymour Slain by 5 
Nationalists; Body Robbed 


Shanghal, May 3 
southern soldiers killed Dr. 
Seymour, Presbyterian missionary at 
Tsining, as he sought to close the 
gates of the mission against their iIn- 
trusion, according to the story told 
here today by his widow and C. &. 
Eames, another missionary. 

Mrs. Seymour and Mr, Eames arrived 
in Shankhai today after a two days’ 
trip atop a box car from Tsininy. 
Eames said that after Seymour had 
fallen the soldiers succeeded in un- 
barring the heavy wooden gate and en- 
tered the compound. They robbed the 
body and departed. 

Dr. Seymour was buried the follow- 
ing dag, April 17, in the mission cém- 
etery while the battle was still in prodg- 
ress. 

Prior to the nationalists’ departure 
for the north their commander ex- 
pressed his regrets to Mrs. Seymour 
over the occurrence, but, the two said 
today, made little effort to _ punish 
the murderers. 

Eames, whose home is in Jackson- 
ville, Ill., said the southerners were 
overrunning Shantung by the hundreds 
of thousands, not only following the 
roadways and railroads but flooding 
the countryside and rivers.

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164 AVIATORS KILLED 
IN YEAR'S ACCIDENTS 


Commerce Department Issues 
First Summary Giving De- 
tails of Losses. 


(Associated Press.) 


Aviation accidents during 1927 cost 
164 lives and resulted in injuries to 
149 other persons. A summary of the 
year, the first :f its kind ever to be 
made, was given out yesterday by th« 
aeronautic branch of the Commerce 
Department, which began last year the 
duty of investigating every serious air 
disaster. 

It was noted in the “figures that only 
six of the accidents last year occurred 
in scheduled flights over air route 
These resulted in the death of aix 
pilots and one passenger. There were 
167 airplanes smashed in the crashes, 
of which only 34 were Government 
licensed . planes. 

Out of the total death roll, 24 were 
charged to experimental fights with 
planes of untested and novel character. 
Errors by pilotrc were the cause for 78 
deaths. Among licensed pilots 17 were 
killed, while among unlicensed pilots 
the number killed was 83. 


Jury Fails to Agree 
In Webb Killing Case

Danville, Va... May 3.—Dennils_ E. 
Webb, former mayor of Chatham, on 
trial at Chatham since Monday on the 
charge of fatally shooting Harold

was set for the next meaeings. 

The jury deliberated 514 hours. One 
of the jurors, after dismissal, said that 
one stood out for acquittal and eleven 
favoring penalties ranging from eleven 
to eighteen years. Judge Clement ex- 
pressed disappointment over’ failure 
to agree, but applauded the jury for 
declining to bring in a compromise 
verdict and for clinging to conscienti- 
ous convictions.

HUMAN FACE CHANGES 
TSCUSSED BY SAVANTS 


Shark First to Develop Real 
Form, Dr. H. H. Briggs Says, 
Tracing Evolution. 


TWINS IS ANOTHER TOPIC 


\ (Associated Press.) 

Through just what stages the human 
face passed in developing its present 
physical characteristics became the sub- 
ject of a learned dispute yesterday at a 


joint meeting of the American Otologi- 
cal, Rhinological and Laryncological 
Socleties. 

Dr. H. H. Briggs, of Asheville, N. C., 
credited to the shark the distinction of 
being “the first vertebrate with a face 
of typical form.” From this beginning 
he traced its evolution through the dog 
and monkey to man. 

“The mouth is the oldest part of the 
face,” he said, “and the recession of 
the snout, correlated with.the increase 
in the size of the brain, is the funda- 
mental influence in facial evolution.” 
He argued that the mouth, thrust for- 
ward in the shark to seize food, gradu- 
ally receded with the development of 
the arms and hands a8 & means of pro- 
curing sustenance, 

“On the contrary,” contended Dr. 
J. H. Ingersoll, of Cleveland, “the whole 
change in the face is the result of the 
development of the forebrain, rather 
than the change itn food.” As the size 
of the “thinking part of the brain” has 
increased, he explained, it has pushed 
the face forward and down until it is 
below the cranium in man, instead of 
On a level with it, as in the lower ani- 
mals. 

Several popularly accepted ideas were 
contradicted at the meetings of the va- 
rious societies. Biologically, twins are 
really only one person, though they 
have two identical bodies, Dr. Julian 
M. Wolfsohn, of San Francisco, told the 
American Neurological Association. An 
almost mystic bond unites this dual 
person, he said, and the two members 
of the twin person frequently suffer 
from the same disease, even though 
living apart. 

Contrary to the usual belief, “nei- 
ther coffee, tobacco nor alcohol have 
any deleterious effects on the normal 
health,” Dr. Paul D. White, of Boston, 
told the congress. 

The supposedly injurious effects of 
tobacco on the throat was also referred 
to by Sir St. Clair Thomson, president 
of the British Royal Medical Soctety, 
who sald that the women patients he 
had operated on for cancer of the 
throat were all nonsmokers. 

The award of the’ Kober Medal for 
general distinction in medical work was 
made yesterday to Dr. Victor C. Vaughan, 
of Ann Arbor, at the closing session of 
the association of the American phy- 
sicians.

FORCE 'EM TO EAT, 


It is discouraging news that Prof. O. W. M. 
Sprague, of Harvard, brings to supporters of 
the McNary-Haugen bill, testifying before the 
House committee on banking and currency 
with respect to the Strong bill “to promote the 
stabilization of the purchasing power of the 
dollar,’’ the Harvard economist said that agri- 
culture could have but little hope for higher 
prices and future development, due to the fact 
that the world is consuming less food per 
capita than in the past. 

It is the theory of the McNary-Haugen bill 
that larger crops at higher prices can be easily 
disposed of through the mechanical features of 
that measure, including the equalization fee. 
The bill is by title and intent designed to 
handle surplus production, but a surplus’ that 
meets a steadily diminishing market or one 
that is not increasing will be hard to dispose 
of, however complicated the machinery for 
doing so may be. 

In the light of Prof. Sprague’s theory an- 
other solution may suggest itself to the 
political friends of the farmer. Why not a 
bill to make mandatory the increased con- 
vamption of food? Stirring appeals could be 
made for a return of the day when every board 
was flanked by a roast at one end and a fowl 
at the other, garnished liberally with cold 
meats of various description. “Give us 
trenchermen!”’ might be the campaign slogan, 
and a gouty foot the emblem of the partisans. 

Some enemy of the farmer might contend 
that there is nothing in the Constitution 
authorizing Congress to force increased ap- 
petites upon the Nation, but that in the eyes 
of McNary-Haugenites is a minor point. 
They have shown already that when it comes 
to a choice between following the mandates 
of the Constitution and doing something to 
get the farmers’ votes, they prefer the votes 
every time, 


PRESERVATION OF TREES, 


The steady destruction of shade trees in the 
National Capital has long been a matter of 
concern. It is generally recognized that two 
powerful and conflicting forces are at work: 
on one side there is the natural desire to pre- 
serve at any cost the trees that are Washing- 
ton’s heritage and that have ‘contributed so 
signally to the character of the community, 
‘and on the other is progress, inseparably 
linked with expansion and increasing conges- 
tion, mowing before it everything that hinders 
its free movement. Trees must be preserved, 
say the nature lovers. Streets must be wid- 


| ened, new residential areas must be opened, 


and trees sacrificed in the process if necessary, 
say traffic authorities and those charged with 
housing, handling and guiding the increasing 
population, . | 
Thus far the problem has been approached 
only from these two opposed standpoints. The 
tree lovers have been bitter in their denuncia- 
_ tion of officials who destroy trees. The de- 
struction has gone on, despite protest. Much

The Washington Committee of One Hundred 
} on the Federal City approaches the problem from 
a planning standpoint. It recognizes and sup- 
ports all sound proposals to stimulate the 
planting of street trees, to arrest the unneces- 
sary cutting of trees, and to provide more 
effective care for existing trees. But it also 
realizes that there are long-range causes 
bringing about tree destructfon, that causes 
and effects should be carefully studied and a 
program of prevention and improvement 
worked oyt with reference to indirect as well 
as direct effects on urban expansion. The 
committee proposes to ask Congress for ap- 
propriations for trees and parks, to ask the 
Commissioners to pay more attention to the 
protection of existing trees, and to solicit the 
aid of the Park and Planning Commissions of 
Washington, Maryland and Virginia in study- 
ing and planning for the development of the 
District and its environs along lines that will 
preserve and protect native trees and natural] 
topography. 

This is the first sound and logical approach 
to the problem of tree preservation that has 
been presented,

The best known and most valuable speci- 
men is the perfect Gutenberg Bible printed on 
parchment, the only one remaining in private 
hands. Only two other similar Gutenberg 
Bibles are in existence, the property of 
the British Museum-.and the other belonging 
to the Bibliotheque Nationale in Paris. Dr. 
Vollbehr’s incunabula collection is estimated 
to be worth in the neighborhood of $3,000,- 
000. His Gutenberg Bible alone, although it 
is difficult to place a monetary value on such 
a rarity, probably is worth at least $1,000,000. 

Dr. Vollbehr recently presented to the 
American people, through the Library of 
Congress, a collection of 10,800 ancient 
printers’ marks—emblems and by 
which early craftsmen identified their handi- 
work, 
in appreciation of the splendid exhibition the 
Library of Congress has made of his treasures 
and in recognition of the lively interest which 
American booklovers have taken in his work 
as a bibliophile. ‘‘Were I as wealthy a book 
collector as | should like to be,” he said 
further, “I might contemplate giving also my 
collection of 3,000 incunabula, including my 
Gutenberg Bible, to the National Library. 
Let me, however, take this occasion to say 
that I stand ready, whenever any one may 
come forward.to go halves with me, to give 
one-half of my whole incunabula collection of 
3,000 pieces to the Library of Congress on 
the understanding that the value of the other 
half be given by some other donor.” 

Dr. Vollbebr makes a most generous offer. 
Surely some American is to be found able 
and ‘willing to match his generosity. The 
American people should have the Vollbehr 
collection. The only Gutenberg Bible re- 
maining in private hands should find its way 
to the Nationa] Library of the United States, 
as the other two have found their way to the 
national libraries of England and France. 
Wealthy Americans, searching for a way to 
perpetuate their names and confer a great 
good upon their countrymen, could find no 
better means than through assisting in the 
acquisition of this collection.

| Ibsen play 
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BY WALTER HAMPDEN 


Celebrated Play of Reform, 
“An Enemy of the People,” 
at the Belasco. 


FINE SUPPORTING CAST 


Somehow or other, the opinion’ has 
gone abroad that Ibsen's plays are for 
the intelligentsia only—and that ‘3 one 
reason why, perhaps, people shy away 
from them on occasions. In truth, 
there has been quite a bit of tommyrot 
written, one way and agnother, in at- 
tempted exposition of symbolism back 
of Henrik’s work. Lai. bare, the dramas 
are dramas—pure a simple. No one 
makes this clearer than Walter Hamp- 
den in his unfurling of the play on 
social emotions, “An Enemy of the 
People.” He brought his version of the 
beloved Doctor Stockmann to. the 
boards of the Belasco last night—a 
finely wrought and studied character- 
ization. 

Vitality being one of the supreme 
tests of a play’s characters, and its in- 
trinsic parts, this drama of life in a 
little town on the south coast of Nor- 
way is as much of life today as it was 
of Ibsen’s time and place. Walter 
Hampden and his excellent repertory 
company have gone at it with clean 
hands. They bring out the latent beau- 
ties of the piece, polish off the hard- 
cut poin’ so that, with a bit of imag- 
ining, any citizen of Oshkosh, one of 
the way stations, may recognize condi- 
tions at home. The play is of the world 
politic. 

Dr. Stockman was a reformer—and 
viewed from the standpoint of Ibsen, 
who saw the weaknesses of democracy 
and voted all m@orities in the wrong— 
the venerable man of science went down 
before the onslaughts of society, The 
condition of the public baths in that 
little town in Norway were intolerable, 
to be. sure; and Dr. Stockman was a

STRAWBERRIES. 


R have been-of great service to hu- 

man health. Now we can eat 
fruits and vegetables all winter long. 
But even yet there is a place for the 
spring tonic, the blood purifier. The 
very best of these are the spring grown 
fruits and vegetables—grown in the 
open alr, charged with a full load of 
whole mixture sun rays and coming on 
the table within a few days after re- 
moval from the ground. 

Of these, the strawberry !s the first 
to reach us. Recent research has shown 
that this luscious berry has a real place 
in the list of food medicirfes. Many of 
the aches, skin troubles, sore gums and 
minor troubles which afflict us in the 
spring and cause us to take blood puri- 
fiers are the result of very mild scurvy 


The foods on which we have lived for 
six months are deficient in antiscorbutic 
properties. We crave and we need fresh 
things. To meet this need, oranges, 
orange juice, lemons and lemon juices, 
limes and lime juice, grapefruit, toma- 
toes, tomato juice are better than sassa- 
fras tea (good though that may be) 
and molasses and sulphur (sticky and 
otherwise objectionable as that com- 
bination is). 

Now comes scientific research to show 
that strawberries rank with tomatoes 
and oranges as a preventive of scurvy 
and also as a cure, Furthermore, the 
canned product has the same property. 
just as canned ;tomatoes has. If the 
strawberries are ‘reasonably fresh when 
canned, and have not, been knocked 
around ove“ly much, the process of can- 
ning does not destroy the antiscorbutic 
principle. What is more, after it has 
been sealed properly the can keeps the 
desirable quality in the berry for a long 
time. This had previously been proved 
to be the case with tomatoes. 


The chemicals which the straw erry 
plant builds up into berries are a’- 
stracted from’ the soil, the rain, and 
the air early in the spring. There are 
not many leaves nor branches to shade 
the berry and the sun gets a fine chance 
at it. The berry is rich in oxygen and 
in stored light activity. In consequence 
it is wholesome as well as palatable. 

The amount of vitamins A and B Is 
not large. The greater part of the cal- 
ories we get when we eat strawberries 
with cream and sugar is contributed by 
the trimmings.

ITH a Minor the Contract take- 
W out at a love score is very dif- 
ferent from the Bridge take-out. 

Just as in Bridge, a score makes the 
Minor take-out the same as the Major 
take-out at love, but in Contract at a 
love score we have a new proposition 
Rescues peing unknown, it is advisable 
to bid a five-card Minor headed by Ace- 
King, Ace-Queen-Jack or possibly even 
Ace-Queen. With King-Queen it its 
doubtful and probably tnadvisable Ihe 
bid of two of a Minor over a partner's 
one No Trump announces no side help 
for the No Trump, but. at least four 
cards of the Minor headed by Ace-King- 
Queen, or at: least five cards of the 
Minor with two of the three top honors. 
With side help for the No Trump, the 
bid generally should be two No Trumps 
not two of the minor. (With a score, 
bid the Minor even with side help.)

The Dale bill to liberalize the civil 
@ervice retirement law was passed by 
the Senate yesterday and sent to the 
House. Not a dissenting voice was 


_ Faised when the vote was taken. 


The bill, which has been pushed by 
the employes for two years, increases 
the maximum retirement annuity from 


$1,000 to $1,200 and permits optional 
retirement after 30 years service, pro- 
viding the employe has reached a 
certain age. 

Under the present law all employes 
are eligible for retirement after fifteen 
years service if they have reached the 
age of 70. The Dale bill will permit 
them to retire at 68 after 30 years 
service. 


Norbeck Amendment Fails. 


Postal employes who now have 
wait until they are 65 years of age to 
retire, under the Dale bill will be able 
to retire at 63, and employes in 
hazardous pursuits, who now have te 
wait until, they are 62, will be able to 
retire at 60. 

Before the final vote was taken on 
the bill Sénator Norbeck (Republican), 
South Dakota, offered an amendment 
providing that if an, investigation 
should show that the average income 
of the farmer were less than the aver- 
age retirement annuity the annuity 
ehould be reduced to the level of the 
farmer’s income. 


Dale and Lehibach Bills Similar. 


The Norbeck amendment was rejected 
by a substantial majority, even Senator 
LaFollette (Republican), of Wisconsin, 
voting against it. And there is no bet- 
ter friend of the farmer than La- 
FPollette. 

The Dale bill substantially is the 
same as the Lehlbach bill in the House, 
the only difference being that the lat- 
ter measure would permit all employes 
t© retire after 30 years service pro- 
viding they had reached the age of 60. 

Senator Dale (Republican). of Ver- 
mont, author of the bill passed yester- 
d@, estimated the measure wowu pro- 
vide an average annuity of $800 and 
would cost the Government $5,535,000.
